The history of German amateur radio began in 1925. 50 German hams founded the 
DFTV (deuscher funktechnische Verand). The foundation was done in July 1925 in 
Munich. 5 months later I decided to join with this first radio club. The local club was 
situated in Speyer at the river Rhein, 12 km far distant from my QTH. 

But I was a little boy at that time and had no chance to leam all these things I was so 
interested in. Fortunately I got acquainted with OM Otto Anton Klotz in Heidelberg 
K - K 7. He was a really helpful senior operator. I learned now to build up a shortwave 
receiver and a wave-meter. Both were an important condition to get my receiving 
license. (DE 1980 T). 

1933 I joined with DASD (deutscher Amatuersende - und Empfangsdienst). As a 
member of the crew of foundation we got a new local club: Ludwigshafen/Rhein. 

Also in 1933 I had a positive result of examination for the shortwave license. But 

---- I could not get the license, because ---- I was not member of the Nazi party ! This 
people never gave the license to persons like me. 

In the following years I wrote several technical articles for the club magazine. 

Later I earned an academic degree of university. 
Since 1939 I worked as a high frequency engineer with firm TELEFUNKEN in 
_ Berlin. Hamming was strictly forbidden! : 
1950 I became member of DARC and - finally - got my license DL7AC. In 1953 
_I came to ROHDE & SCHWARZ Munich and 2 years later to Cologne. In 1951 till 
_ today (with interruptions) I was elected manager of the local club in Cologne-Aachen 
'DARC. 
1980 I retired, now I had more time for writing technical articles and chronicles 
_ (histories of famous hams beginning 1925) and of radio clubs in German language. 
The foundation of RZA (radio centralized archive) 1963 in my house, was an additional 
help for all these works. 

Looking back I have to say: It is and was a wonderful time in all these past 

70 years with all my friends in QCWA and OOTC.

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A MESSAGE FROM 
LELAND SMITH, OOTC PRESIDENT

One of the purposes of OOTC is to provide and administer an educational 
assistance fund to aid worthy students majoring in scientific and engineering studies. 


This is one purpose we have failed to pursue and in my judgement it is time we 
actuate at least a modest program to provide financial aid to qualified students. With 
this in mind, I am appointing an OOTC Committee to draft guidelines as to how OOTC 
cash grants can be implemented on a continuing basis and how they will be funded. 


As of June 30 of this year, we had $2,652 in contributions and interest earned on our 
Student Educational Assistance Fund. Some grants in aid programs use only invest- 
ment income in awarding cash grants; others utilize the principal investment income. 
The latter requires continuing support of contributors. 


Executive Secretary Bert Wells, WSJNK, is investigating through legal channels 
an application for Internal Revenue Service Tax Exemption for OOTC. One of the 
advantages of IRS tax exemption is that contributions made to our Student Educational 
Assistance Fund would be income tax exempt for those desiring to claim the 
exemption. 


In the meantime, I encourage those of you who are able and would like to do some- 
thing worthwhile for OOTC contribute to the Fund at this time. Your gift should be 
payable to OOTC and identified as a contribution to SEAF. I would like for us to offer 
at least one cash grant as soon as possible. 


In addition, I would appreciate hearing directly from any of you as to how you think 
the SEAF should be funded and administered. Your suggestions will be forwarded 


immediately to the SEAF Committee for consideration.

BOERGE OTZEN, OZST, #1633 


(This is the rest of Boerge’s story as mentioned in the Jan. 1995 issue of SGT. -Ed.) 


When I was 10 years old (1923) I built my first receiver and that was a very 
primitive crystal set. The coil was wound of enameled wire on a piece of wood, and I 
could "tune" by changing the number of windings. I used a small hand drill which I 
could put in between windings and scrape the insulation off the wire and so make the 

| necessary contact! 


Later my parents got a 2-valve receiver driven by a 4 volt accumulator for the 
filaments and dry battery for the anode current and bias. The accumulator had to be 
brought regularly to the local bicycle repair shop where it was charged and the 
sulfuric acid controlled and refilled when necessary. 


In the beginning there were not so many hours of radio transmissions, and I 
remember, that there was on Tuesdays and Fridays from 3 to 5 p.m. an afternoon 
concert by three musicians on a wavelength of 342 to 347 meters! 


No crystal controlled oscillator at that time! 


Later on we got a two valve mains operated receiver.- 220 volts DC two tube 
| regenerative AM receiver which served us well for a few years. We moved to 
Copenhagen in 1929 to a suburb and got 220 volts AC and a better receiver - but not 
| yet a superheterodyne one. All receivers still had a regenerative detector, and this was 
| rather difficult for many people to work with. They could increase the amplification 
| up to a certain point, but could not hear the detector starting to function as oscillator, 
| and if the receiver had no RF stage in its front end it could easily disturb other 
| listeners in the neighborhood. These simple receivers were in use by many, many 
| people even up to around 1950. The poor selectivity of these receivers was also a 
big problem for the radio amateurs when transmitting on 80 meters, and by using the 
5 meter band for local traffic at least a lot of complaints were eliminated. 


This was one of the reasons for the PTT to let Danish amateurs operate on the 5 
meter band for more than one year after this band had been closed in other countries 
as a result of the Atlantic City 1947 Conference! 


But now to the old DC mains receiver. 


During the dark time 1940-1945 we were occupied and in 1944 the tension grew 
so to such an extent that there were general strikes in many cities including 
| Copenhagen where my wife and I lived with our - then - one year old son. Then all 
major roads out of town were closed to prevent the inhabitants from getting out. 


Electricity supply was cut off and the pressure of the town gas was reduced to such a 
low level that it could not be used for cooking in order to "make the inhabitants soft." 
| My wife and I then decided to get out of town to my parents where they had an old 
kitchen range burning turf and wood so we could cook for our little boy.

Having lived most of my life in Copenhagen I had a fine knowledge of all the small 
and smallest roads through villa quarters, parks etc.. 


So we took our bicycles and without difficulty I guided us out of town to the suburb 
north of Copenhagen where my parents lived. 


Without electricity there were no news from the outside world to be received, and 
the Danish broadcast stations were also QRT. Then I remembered that down in the 
basement of the villa in my old workshop there was still that old receiver. 


For some reason or other the receiver was not thrown out in connection with the 
move to Copenhagen in 1929- maybe it was thought that there was a chance that I 
could use parts of it - my interest in radio taken into account! 


So without a soldering iron - and all my nice radio tools - 1 converted it from a 
mains to a battery operated receiver in this way: The filament string for 220 V DC 
was changed from a series circuit into a parallel one for 6 V. The filaments drew 60mA 
at 6 V and I took three 1.5 volt dry batteries from the door bell circuit of the house 
and got one more cell from one of the neighbors. (Visitors: "Please knock!) 


For the anode supply I went to the neighbors grandmother who used a hearing aid 
apparatus which worked on 22.5 V B batteries. Some old batteries were not yet 
completely "flat" so I got in this way 45 V and that was sufficient to get the valves 
functioning. For the negative grid voltage I got four 1.5 V batteries from a flash 
light torch, and I rolled these in paper and got 6 V. The batteries were placed in their 
roll on a piece of wood and the connection was made by two nails hammered into it 
and carefully bent so that they kept the batteries in place and made contact at the same 
time! All electrical connections were made by “wrapping” the wires! 


The receiver worked fine after some hours and we and the helpful neighbors could 
listen, on their loudspeaker, to news from the Swedish radio station in Malmo just 
across the sound between SM7 and OZ. 


To my great surprise I also found the next day an old 80 meter coil left there from 
my older transmitter. It was wound with 1 mm (#18) bare copper wire "on air" and by 
connecting it in parallel with the MW tuning coil and by pulling off windings I came 
up in frequency and I finally landed in the 49 meter broadcast band and could receive 
news! 


Morale: never throw anything out if you are a radio amateur! 
And: The cabinet of that vintage receiver is still in use here because it houses odd 
power supplies and transformers with a multitude of voltages etc. for experiments. 


SRI, but it is a long time ago since it was used last!

I am proud to be a member of this Club, though I am not such an old-timer by age, 
only by riding the ether waves since 1948. There are certainly many Polish oldtimers 
from the early twenties who would fit nicely among the real old-timers better than me. 


Thanks for approving my membership in spite of my membership dues missing in 
the mail. I suppose some letters are being searched for “green stamps" by our postal 
workers - this has been reported very often, a common practice in the ex-Soviet 
Union countries. I am going to Germany to work as an interpreter (on a telecommun- 
ications course) and mail my membership fee by German mail and I hope this time it 
will arrive safely. 


As to "stories" from my ham career I'm afraid they would not be of great interest 
to fellow members, as my whole 44 years on the air were in a constant atmosphere 
of "supervision" by the secret police here. It could easily fill a book if I wanted to 
tell the whole story, hi. Suffice to say now (1994) our special police force is again 
playing my transmissions on tape, somebody is analyzing the contents etc. - and 
the sad thing about it is the fact that all these "operations" are performed by the very 
same personnel as during the communist regime. I know the "firm" from inside, I 
know the names, call-signs of "their" operators - nothing has changed here in this 
respect. I've let "them" know that I know, what else can I do ?
